This "Henricus Alexander Ashton" was No. 17 in the pedigree, page 116. 

"Mount Moriah, in King George county, is situated at Matthias Point, on 

the Potomac. It was the plantation of Colonel John Taylor Washington, who 

died in the service of the Southern Confederacy. The place was bombarded 

and destroyed by Federal gunboats, and Col. Washington's wife, Mary Dent 

Ashton Washington, daughter of George Ashton, of King George county, and 

granddaughter of Hon. Charles Dent, of Charles county, Md., and of Colonel 

Henry Alexander Ashton, of King George county, Va., was forced to fly from 

home, at the dead hour of the night, with her children. She died October 

14, 1898, greatly beloved.

Ordered that all persons, That have in there Possessions any 
cloathes belonging to any souldier or souldiers now lately raised 
in this county for y e countryes service, Doe imediately Deliver the 
said cloathes to y e partyes they belong to, as they will answer y e 
contrary at there utmost perill. 

1 After Sir William Berkeley consented to commission Nathaniel Bacon as 
general in June, 1676, the General Assembly passed an act to carry on the war 
with the Indians, proportioning the men and provisions among the counties. 
Middlesex was required to furnish thirty-six men. The whole number was to 
be a thousand. All the counties proceeded to comply with these demands, but 
Berkeley plunged the country into civil war by rescinding Bacon's commission 
and proclaiming him a rebel.
